GALE IN N E W Y O RK C IT Y RISES 


TO VE L O C IT Y OF S E V E N T Y - 


SIX M IL E S AN HOUR. 


New' York, Nov. 14.—New York Is 
entirely cut off from the South and 
West by a fierce hurricane, accom­ 
panied by rain and snow, which is 
swooping the Atlantic coast.

SOME INTERESTING STATISTICS 


He Does not Believe that the Poor 


Fund lias Been Misused in 


Crow Wing Countv. 


“ Esdon, Oct. 15, 1901. 
“Editor Arena, Brainerd, Minn. 
“Dear Sir: 
“I saw an article in tho Dispatch a 
shqrt time ago saying the poor farm was 
misnamed. 
Most of the folks in these 
parts think so to. 
It costs the county 
over three thousand dollars a year, and 
the income is only about one-half of 
that, and the paupers are boarded in 
Brainerd either at the hospital or in pri­ 
vate families. 
“Now, can you or the county commis­ 
sioners tell the farmers of Crow Wing 
county how long it will take us to get 
rich if we do as well as that? Our county 
commissioner says neither the tax pay­ 
er- nor voters have any right to ask any 
questions whatsoever about how they 
conduct the county business. 
1 don’t 
know what others think, but I for 
one cannot see it in that light. 
Per­ 
haps there are others besides myself 
would like to know more about it. 
M. L. H a m m e t t .” 
In reply to the above article which 
appeared in the Brainerd Arena Oct.21, 
I would say: After having waited some 
'Time, thinking possitnytfrat the commis­ 
sioner from Mr. Hammett’s district 
might wish to reply to the same, and be­ 
ing adverse to rushing into print to take 
up a matter which was not directed to 
m \ or in other lanquage, I do not wish 
it to be understood that I wish to “butt 
in,” but Mr. Hammett asks a few things 
which possibly I have a right to reply 
to. His letter, if unexplained, would 
leave an unfair impression, and 1 know 
th *re are others like Mr. Hammett who 
would like to know a few things. 
Now 
1 do not charge Mr. Hammett with be­ 
ing unfair to the management of the 
farm nor do 1 think he wanted to be, 
for the reason that I do not know that 
I ever saw the gentleman or he me, but 
I understand that there has been mis­ 
understandings between Mr. Hammett 
and the commissioner from his district, 
which is not my concern. 
Mr. Hammett refers to an article 


w h i c h appeared in T h e D i s p a t c h some 
time ago and which was headed “The 
Poor Farm Misnamed.” Now I assure 
you that I had nothing to do with the 
heading of the article, nor would I, if I 
could, change the poor farm’s name. 
He also refers to the cost of the main­ 
tenance of the farm and the receipts re­ 
ceived from same. Now I believe Mr. 
Hammett has the poor fund and the 
poor farm confused. The poor farm is 
not the only draw on the poor fund. 
There is the pay of the county physician, 
transportation of paupers, the taking of 
children to the state home, commission­ 
ers looking after poor, burial of paupers, 
temporary aid, cases of contagion, etc. 
For the year 1903 the total expense of 
the poor farm was $2,053.58 and the total 
cash receipts by the county treasurer, 
$1,630.87, showing a difference of $422.71 
which was almost covered by tho per­ 
manent improvement account. 
There 
were 13 inmates cared for, a total of 684 
days. 
For the year 1904 up to Nov. 1, 10 


months, the total indebtedness has been 
$1,904.50 and the cast receipts $1,7:10.69, 
leaving a difference of $173.91 which is 
more than covered by permanent im­ 
provements. 
In the above indebtedness 
there is one bill of $180 in payment for 
a team of horses lost by accident, and 
another item of $170 paid for lumber 
which I am putting into buildings at 
the present time. This year we have j 
cared for 7 inmates, or a total of 596 j 
days. 
Now if space and time would permit I j 
could go over my books and give the 
same accounts with much the same re 
suits for any year in the past ten. 
A word with regard to the inmates 
and those now kept at the sisters’ hos­ 
pital. 
I know of none kept or boarded 
in Brainerd other than those at the hos­ 
pital. 
In the last ten years we have cared 
for 138 inmates. 
Of this number 16 
have died in the poor house; three have 
been born there. Six of this number 
died from consumption and two from 
tuberculosis, the others from different 
causes, some after lingering long and 
were difficult to care for. The total ex­ 
pense for nurse hire has been $2.00. 
These cases have been looked after and 
nursed by tho matron and overseer of 
the farm, for it is impossible to get one 
inmate to care for the other. 
There are at the present time two pa 
tients in the hospital. One of these I 
have cared for about three years. 
Ho 
is utterly helpless, has to be handled 
like a chihl, must have attention day 
and night and is an invalid skeleton. 
The other was kept at the farm until it 
was decided by the county physician to 
amputate his feet. This man isTSvears 
old and was taken there to be operated 
on. Now we have no conveniences for 
caring for sick people other than are 
found at any farm. 
No sewerage, no 
bath room, no heat except stoves which 
makes it almost impossible to care for 
these kind of patients, for they are h u ­ 
man if they are poor. 
In conclusion let me say that I do not 
believe the poor fund is misused, nor is 
it any great drain upon the taxpayers of 
the county, 
For the years 1899, 1900 
and 19U1 there was not a cent levied for 
poor fund purposes. In 1902 3-10 of one 
mill was levied and in 1903 32 100 of one 
mill. 
Now if any taxpayer wants to know 
more about the poor farm let hirw, if he 
can spare tho time, come to me and 1 
will tell him much more concisely than 
writing for publication, as it is entirely 
out of my line.
